'Quartier Latin' staff resigns

versité de Montréal, handed in their resignations at noon last Friday. The cause : a vote de blâma 
passed b/ Sludents'.Counci! against Pierre-Emmanuel Garpn for an editorial v/hich appeared on 
January 30.

The editorial being challenged, 
entitled "Msgr. Lussicr et le rap- 
port Bouchard"; was a very 
violent and bitter denouncement 
of an alledged textbook monopoly 
exposed by- tlie Bouchard Com- 
mission and Rector Lussicr's con-, 
ncction with it. 

Offending paragraph 

The AGEUM (Association Ci-- 
nirale des.Eludicmts de I'l/ntoer- 
sité de Montréal) Council's anger 
stemmed predominantly from a 
paragraph which reads: 

"There arc two alternatives to 
choose from: cither the Rector 
knew that he had been dishonest 
in combining the two duties, or 
else he did not know. If he did 
not know, he is a poor fool, 
totally unware of the situation 
(un pauvre type totalement dé- 
pourvu); if he knew and never- 
theless exercised . the two func- 
tions simultaneoiisiy, he shows 



us that he is a shabby, petty in- 
dividual (un être viesquin) for 
whom the individual good is pre- 
ferable to that of the commu- 
nity." 

. A council meeting was held 
last Thursday night to discuss 
the situation. For two hours, the 
arguments were hot. and angry. 
It was finally decided to take a 
vote on the proposed vote de 
blftme. Council split 10-12 in 
favour of the motion. 

Although AGEUM slated that 
this was just a warning, the 



entire editorial staff regarded it 
as proof that Quartier Latin, as 
they were operating it, did not 
have the confidence of the Coun- 
cil and tendered their resigna- 
tions accordingly. 

They have, however, agreed to 
remain for the next two weeks 
because "we feel it is our respon- 
sibility to continue thus and 
allow AGEUM time to find a new 
staff". Five weeks of publication 
will still remain after their de- 
parture.

The Best Actor Award went 
to John Mclllmurray, of Bishop's 
University, for his portrayal of 
Brother Andrew in 'Our Lady's 
Tumbler'.

The adjudicator's final selec- 
tions were made from a list of 
seventeen plays, presented on 
four consecutive evenings' and a 
Saturday afternoon, which in- 
cluded five student-written pro- 
ductions and two French plays. 

This year the winning play, 
McGIll's entry, has received an in- 
vitation to attend the Yale Dra- 
ma Festival at the end of March, 
with the possibility of financial 
assistance coming from both the 
hosts at Yalo and the League It- 
self. 

The McGill delegation had a 
technical rehearsal that morning 
and so missed the decision to 
change tlie name of the Festival 
from Canadian Inter-Varsity Dra- 
ma League (CIVDL) to Canadian 
University Drama League (CU- 
DL). Tho Festival organization 
has already been referred to as 
"Cuddle". 

'Mother, May I Take a Step?', 
an avant-garde drama about Inter- 
locking relationships, was staged 
in an adapted theatre in the Ot- 



tawa Coliseum, the .scene of the 
Festival, on Saturday afternoon, 
before an audience of approxim- 
ately 100 people and the adjudi- 
cator. 

It was not one of the more 
well-attended performances of 
the Festival, which caused seve- 
ral of the delegates from other 
universities to express their re- 
grets that it would not be per- 
formed elsewhere. ■ - 

Tentative plans are underway 
at present to stage the show a 
second time in the McGill Stu- 
dents' Union, possibly this Wed- 
nesday evening. Further notice 
of the :progress of this project 
will appear in Wednesday's Doitv.

Dear Sir: 

This letter Is in answer to the 
advertisement of Mr. Jack O'Ha- 
shi, President of the Medical 
Undergraduate Society, which 
appears in today's Dailv. The ad- 
vertisement specifically requests 
the President of the Students' So- 
ciety to rule on the matter of 
whether or not the motion to 
amend the constitution as pr(>- 
posed by Mr. 0'Ha«bi will be on 
the agenda of the next open 
meeting. 

This implies that the President 
of the Students' Society has the 
discretionary power to allow the 
amendment on the agenda — ihli 
It not M I The Constitution of the 
Students' Society is clear on this 
point and no discretionary ruling 
by the President can contravene 
a written clause of the Constitu- 
tion. Indeed if this motion were 
allowed on the agenda (for the 
moment disregarding its merits) 
and was voted on and passed by 
the required majority, it would 
be. invalid and have no binding 
effect l*he Constitution of the 
Students' Society, Art. Xm (1), 
states that two weeks notice of 
the proposed amendment must 
be published in the McGill Dailv. 

It should be pointed out that 
In the first term this year the 



Post Graduate Students' Society 
made certain that their proposed 
amendment was published in time 
to cover any planned open meet- 
ing for that term. The President 
of the Students' Society is under 
no obligation to notify all those 
who wish to propose amendments, 
of the formalities that must bc 
adhered to. Surely anyone who 
is interested in amending the 
Constitution should be aware of 
its terms, conditions and particu- 
larly the amending process. 

The only way this motion can 
bc discussed is if, by a straw 
vote, all those present at the 
open meeting indicate their de- 
sire to have a discussion on this 
motion. Following this a straw 
vote can be taken concerning the 
merits of this motion. However, 
at no time under our present 
constitution, can this straw vote 
have any binding effect.

The Canadian Universities Foundation has announced the appointment of Vincent Bladen, 
Dean of the Faculty of Arts and Science at the University of Toronto, as Chairman of a Commis- 
sion to study the financing of higher education in Canada.

Similar studies have been un- 
dertalccn in many countries of 
the world; in recent, years, most 
recently in the United Kingdom, 
where the Ilobbins Report is cur- 
rently causing a .total reconside- 
ration of the adequacy of British 
higher education. 
Consiilutional difficulties 

Because of the delicacy of the 
constitutional position regarding 
higher education In Canada, no 
Federal government sponsored 
study has been considered pos- 
sible. 

It is for this reason that the 
universities of Canada themsel- 
ves, through their own organiza- 
tion, have undcrtalccn the study. 

Before undcrtalcing it, they ask- 
ed for and got the approval of 
Provincial Departments of Edu- 
cation and obtained financial 



' and industry. 
Experienced economist 

Professor Bladen is a well 
Icnown economist; who only three 
years ago 'was a one' man.

When asked whether he fore- 
saw the possibility of a return 
to the status quo, Co-Directeur 
Michel Beaulleu replied that "I 
know for myself and Bertrand 
(Guy Bertrand, Directeur), that 
we will not go back; for the 
others, I cannot speak.

Three years ago, a similar mo- 
tion was passed, worded exactly 
the same way, against Editor 
Jacques Guay; he did not resign. 
This is the first case of staff 
resignation under these condi- 
tions at Le Quortier .Latin.-
